Health watchdog slams maternity services at Queen’s Hospital 



CLEAN UP OR CLOSE 


By Peter Henn 

QUEEN’S Hospital maternity ward 
could be forced to shut down if it 
does not become safer. 

NHS watchdog, the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC), has told the 
Trust it needs to improve its levels 
of staffing and make sure workers 
are doing jobs they are trained for, 
as well as provide safe care for the 
expectant mothers, by Wednesday, 
March 30. 

The Trust will also need to make 
sure equipment used for the safe 
care of women and their babies, is 
available, properly maintained and 
working by Friday, April 15. 

If they do not meet the deadlines, 


they will face prosecution and 
could have a reduction of services 
imposed, which, in the most 
extreme case, could force the unit 
to close temporarily. 

CQC spokesman Rob Williams 
said: “We don’t want this to happen 
- we want the Trust to get itself 
sorted out - but this could happen.” 

The Trust’s chief executive, Averil 
Dongworth, admitted her organisa¬ 
tion had ‘not always got maternity 
care right’, and accepted the report, 
which it would use to ‘drive for¬ 
ward’ changes and improvements. 

She added: “Funding is in place 
to bring 49 extra midwives to the 
Trust, and we’ve recruited half of 
those posts this week. 


“Em confident the improvements 
will see us fully complying with 
national requirements, and I will 
ensure changes are brought about 
quickly and safely.” 

This is not the first time in recent 
months that Queen’s maternity unit 
has been the subject of controversy. 

Poor staffing levels caused 
Frances Randall, from Rosedale 
Road, Rise Park, to give birth to her 
son, Frederick, in a waiting room at 
the hospital in December. 

The news also comes as the Trust 
faces protests over plans to close 
the maternity ward at King George 
Hospital, Goodmayes. 

Medical director Stephen Burgess 
told Ilford South MP Mike Gapes 


that the maternity ward at King 
George would have to close 
because it was unable to attract 
staff who, instead, went to hospitals 
closer to the centre of Fondon to 
get Inner Fondon weighting on 
their salaries - a claim which was 
later retracted. 

Margaret Hodge, MP for 
Barking, said: “This latest report, 
the second to be released since the 
New Year ,confirms what we 
already knew - that the Trust’s man¬ 
agement is simply not robust. 

“How on earth they think they 
can manage maternity services 
without additional beds at King 
George when they are failing at 
Queen’s defies belief.”

BMX circuit 

WORK is underway on the Olympic BMX 
Circuit. 

The BMX Circuit is located next to the 
Velodrome in the north of the Olympic Park. 

It will have 6,000 temporary seats to host the 
Olympic BMX competition in 2012. 

After the Games, the seating will be removed 
and the circuit reconfigured to make it 
suitable for riders of all ages and abilities.

THE FIRST giant Olympic rings have been 
unveiled to transform London into an Olympic 
city. 

The rings were launched at St Pancras 
International station by Seb Coe, chairman of 
the London Organising Committee of the 
Olympic Games and Paralympic Games 
(LOCOG), and Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson. 

The rings were built in Hitchin, Hertfordshire, 
over four weeks by a team of 25 people. 

The aluminium rings measure 20m by 9m and 
weigh 2,300kg. 

They were transported by lorry in 39 separate 
parts to St Pancras, where they were secretly 
assembled and installed over seven nights. 

The Olympic rings are suspended from the 
roof of the Barlow Train Shed at the station. 

Lord Coe said: “The Olympic rings are an 
iconic symbol, inspiring athletes and uniting 
people around the world. 

“To athletes, they represent the culmination of 
thousands of hours of training and reaching the 
highest level in sport, and to Londoners and vis¬ 
itors alike, they will excite and inspire them 
about being in a Host City and demonstrate that 
we are ready to welcome the world in 2012.”
